SAN FRANCISCO, July 4—Six bags of 
gold, each, containing $5000 in $20 gold 
pieces, have disappeared from the San 


Francisco branch mint as though spirited 
away by magic. No trace of the thief has 
been discovered, though Supt. Leach and 
his force, assisted by Director of the Mint 
Roberts and his staff of experts, have been 
at work on the mystery since Saturday 
noon, June 29, when the shortage was dis- 
covered. , At first it was. supposed that 
there was an error in the books or in count- 
ing the bags, but it was soon found that 
the money had been stolen. 

The annual count of the coin was be- 
gun last Friday morning. he mint offi- 
clals, to assist in the work and anxious to 
have everything correct, went. over the 
money and accounts just ahead of the ex- 
aminers, and during the luncheon hour 
Saturday discovered that six bags were 
missing from the $25,000,000 in gold in the 
cashier’s vault. Supt. Leach was at once 
informed and he notified Director Roberts 
of the shortage. 

The books were gone over at once in the 
expectation of finding an error, but {t was 
found that the cashler’s books balanced 
with those ot the other departments and 
called for the $30,000 that was missing. The 
officiais were then forced to the conclu- 
sion that somebody acquainted with the 
inside affairs of the mint had taken the 
monev

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BOOKS FOR CHILDF 


INFLUENCE OF THE LIBRARY IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ADDRESS BY F. M. CRUNDEN 


Feature of the Opening of American 
Library’ Association “Convention 
at Waukesha, Wis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WAUKESHA, Wis., July 4.—The Ameri 
can Library Aseociation convention opened 
here, last evening with an attendance of 
probably 500 members. 

Among the prominent library workers 
are: Melvil Dewey, director of New York 
State Library; W. I. Fletcher, librarian 
Amherst College; J. C. Dana, librarian, 
Springfield, ass.; George lles, New York 
Clty: . G.. Thwaites, Wisconsin Historical 
Society; J.:I.. Whitney, librarian Boston 
Public Library; F. M. Crunden, 8t. Louis 
Public Library; John Thompson, Philadel- 
hia Free Library; Katherine L. Sharp, 
frniversit of Tilinois; William H. Brett, 
Clevel Public Library; Mary W. Plum- 
mer, Pratt Institute, New ih F 
Bowker, editor Library Journal; 8 
Fairchild, New York State Library, and 
Thorvald Solberg, registrar of copyrights, 
Washington. 

The most interesting feature of the open- 
ing was the address of Librarian F. M. 
Crunden of St. Louis, on. ‘“The Influence of 
the Library in the Schools.”’ 

Mr. Crunden said: 

I have some hesitancy in presenting to a 
gathering made up of progressive edu- 
cators a thesis on the value of literature in 
education and the benefits to be derived 
from the co-operation of school and (library. 
I feel that I may be regarded by some with 
the amused compassion that an Fast In- 
dian or Chinese audience would bestow on 
a speaker who should come forward with an 
elaborate argument.to prove the value of 
rice as an article of diet. It was not so 25 
years ago, when I began to taik on the sub- 
ject. Most teachers then regarded story 
books—any books but text books—as a dis- 
traction, a hindrancé to class progress and 
an inuterference with school discipline.| I 
fear there are somé Who still ‘hold the same 
view, but the nimber, Tam gird to believe. 
is not large, dis rapldly diminishing. I 
know how hard téachers are resaell to 
keep their classes up with the schedule, and 
if they decline the co-operation of the li- 
brary, it is because they look upon this as 
another weight addcd to their over-bur- 
dened: shoulders. But this is ike the me- 
chanic who works away with blunt tools 
because he hasn't time to sharpen them. 

* * * Tam going to shock some of you 

by a strong stktement relating to the power 
of literature to expand the mind and to de- 
velop mental muscle. TI took it from the 
Hips of a prominent educator—a _ teacher 
whom many of you know personally, and 
proses néarly all khow by reputation. 
Speaking of the relative value of literature 
and arithmetic, that bete noir of the Amer- 
ican school (in wrestling with which, you 
remember, President Eliot says we waste 
so much time), my friend ve his views 
in about the following words: He said he 
would take a boy of 14, of average intel- 
lect. whose mind had been developed from 
earliest childhood by reading the best 
books, but who had never opened an arith- 
metic or had an hour's set instruction, who, 
in short, knew nothing of numbers except 
what he would inevitably pick up, he 
“would take such &@ boy and would guar- 
antee to teach him in six weeks all the 
arithmetic hé heed ever know, and as much 
as he would. learn in six years of school 
instruction.” ’ 
If you think this too strong, remember 
that the words are not those of a librarian, 
but of an experienced teacher. If you all 
admit that it Is largely true. it would seem 
urmnecessary to say more. But there is no 
blinking thadact that there still are teach- 
ers who stick to the “‘three's’’ and the 
schedule with the same unswerving loyalty 
that the Hon. Bardwell Slote showed for 
“the old flag’ and an appropriation.” Te 
these, and to others who are half-persuaded 
I direct my argument, hoping that, through 
publication, my remarks may reach a larger 
audience and one more in need of enlight- 
enment than are teachers, who show by 
thelr attendance at this convention that 
they are among the progressive forces of 
education. |

is “helpful in the studies;’’ that it posses- 
ses ‘‘as high a value as anything taught in 
the school work;” that it is ‘‘of immeas- 
urable value to all pupils, but especially 
to the poor child; that pupils who do most 
and best supplementary reading succeeed 
best in all their work;"’ that it is “a great 
aid to discipline directly and through ef- 
fect on character; that “it puts chidren 
in a better and happier frame of mind— 
more conducive to study;’’ that “its influ- 
ence is mainly realized in conduct and 
character;’’ and finally ‘“‘that the books 
taken into the homes have been helpful 
to the entire community.’ Could we ask 
for anything more? Promotes progress in 
all studies! Aids discipline! Improves con- 
duct and forms character! And, lastly, 
reaches into the homes and educates par- 
ents and older brothers and sisters! 

nes To determine the value of the 
library, or of any other educational agency 
or adjunct, we must agree upon what is 
education—we must decide what it is we 
seek to do for the child in giving him: ‘“‘an 
education." Do we, can we send our edu- 
cated boys and girls from the. grammar 
school at 14. or from high school at 18? Can 
we do more for them than teach them to 
read and make reading interesting to them? 
It ts for these, thé 994-10 per cent I speak 
As to the 6-10 per cent of college graduates, 
if they have been started right, they need 
give us no concern. 

What, then, is the purpose of education? 
One purpose is to enable the boy ta 
mike a living. Yes, but very little suf- 
fices for that. I haye known men scareely 
able to read, who had much larger. in- 
comes than any of us. 
To make a good citizen. 
that is what most concerns 
Includes, of course, ability to maks a 
living and much more. But how is the 
ordinary school curriculum to fit the child 
for the duties of citizenship? How is he 
to grow morally strone on an exclusive 
diet of text books? How can a knowledge 
of the capes and rivers of Asia, of the 
tables of Troy and apothecaries’ weight, 
and of other useless and unentertaining 
facts give the child any idea of his rights 
and duties as a social being? What nur- 
ture for the imagination—which is so nec- 
essary a first step in mental awakening— 
what hurture for the imagination, I say, 
does the child get from hours spent find- 
ing the greatest common divisor and least 
common multiple? I speak feelingly of this 
eed agemoned grind, for I recall many tedious 
ours wasted on it. My little boy of 5% 
got more mental development frém having 
Stanley Waterloo’s “Story of Ab” read to 
him three or four times that I did at 
twice his age out of many weeks of tire- 
some work over the greatest common di- 
visor and the least common multiple. And 
to this must be added the intense énjoy- 
ment the story afforded—and above all the 
desire for more knowledge which it 
awakened. 


Tt fg not necessary to discuss the ques- 
tion whether pleasure is the chief end 
of life; but we must agree that a life which 
has known no pleasure is a blighted nub- 
bin, a stunted tree, a sorry ectacle. In 
every human soul there is an insistent de- 
mand for pleasure in some form. This 
cry is most clamorous in childhood. With 
the child, indeed, pleasure is the main- 
spring of action, the central object of de- 
sire. Shall we check or ignore th{s long- 
ing for the joy of life when it takes the 
form of a thirst for knowledge. of a crav- 
ing for high companionship, of the fresh 
soul's aspiration towards the ideal?) And 
is there any greater pleasure to the child 
who has been carly led to a liking for lit-. 
erature than to lose himself in the pages 
of a fascinating book? I have known more 
than one healthy, active-bodied boy who 

d not yet learned to read. who would 
semen leave a game to listen to a reading 

m such a book as “Hiawatha,” ‘“‘Tangle- 
wood Tales" or “Stories From the Fairy 
ueen.”” Pleasure is essential to the young 
life. Without enjoyment it cannot blos- 
som, but is blighted and withered like a 
plant without water... If, then, we take no 
account of the culture and inspiration of 
literature, if we regard it merely as a 
means of pleasure, we cannot deny it to 
the child. We owe it to the nation. which 
entrusts us, as educational experts, with 
the development of its children—we owe 
it to our high office to see that this elevat- 
ing pleasure early enters into the lives of 
the young people committed to our care. If 
for no other reason than the substitution of 
higher for lower, of intellectual for phy- 
sical enjoyment, it is our duty to inculcate 
in our young Charges ‘‘this habit of read. 
ing.”’ which, as Anthony Trollop@says, ‘is 
a pass to the greatest, the purest, the most 
perfect pleasure that God has prepared for 
his creatures.”’

If you ever wish to go 
in for some philarthropy, if you ever wis 
to be of any real use in the world, do some- 
thing for children. If you ever yearn to be 
truly wise, study children. We can dress 
the sore, bandage the wounded, imprison 
the criminal, heal the sick and bury the 
dead: but there is always a chance that we 
can save a child: If the great army of phil- 
anthropists ever exterminate sin and pestil-

mission merchants ef St. Louis is shipped 
from other states than Missouri and ]lli- 
nois. Prices are double what they were this 


time last year. 
Within a radius of 20 or W miles of St. 


Louis the farmers devote their attention to 
the cultivation of vegetables for this mar- 


et. 

The harvest they reaped before the drouth 
began represents their earnings this year. 

The tomato crop has baen ruined, the 
vines having been killed during the recent 
hot weather. Beans, peas, cabbage and 
lettuce ace withered beyond the possibility 
of being revived by the late rains. 

Potatoes have ripened too early and the 
offerings are small and of very poor quali- 
ty. This time last year fine home-grown 
potatoes sold for % cents a bushel. Now 
Small withered ones command 75 cents.

The three great problems which perplexed the manage-

‘SOME ENTERTAINING SOAP-BUB- 
BLE TRICKS. 


“Anyone can perform these soap-bubble 
tricks by the exercise of a little care,” 
writes Meredith Nugent in the Ladies’ Home 
Journal for July. *“‘To make a bubble rest 
upon a flower, dip a dahlia or other stiff- 
petaled flower into the solution.and then 
“with a pipe or funnel blow a bubble upon 
the top of it. 

“To make bubbles and noise, dip the\end 
of an ordinary tin fish horn well into the 
solution and blow gently until quite a large 
bubble has been formed. Then four or five 
loud blasts may be sounded on the horn 
without injuring the bubble in the least.

|an inverted plate or sheet of glass, which

| solution, blow a bubble about six inches in 
diameter. Then dip the straw well into the 
| solution again, thrust it through the center 
of this first bubble and blow another. Con- 
tinue in this manner until the bubbles have 
a!l been placed.”’

CHAPTER IV. 
From Moscow to Nijinovgorod. 
T HE distance between Moscow and 


Irkutsk, about to be traversed by 

Michael Strogoff, was 5200 verts. Be- 
fore the telegraph wire extended from the 
Ural mountains to the eastern frontier of 
Siberia, the dispatch service was performed 
by couriers, those who traveled the most 
rapidly taking 18 days to get from Moscow 
to Irkutsk. But this was the exception, 
and the journey through Asiatic Russia 
usually occupied from four to five weeks, 
even though every available means of 
transport was placed at the disposal of the 
Czar’s messengers. 

Michael Strogoff was a man who feared 
neither frost nor snow. He would have pre- 
ferred traveling during the severe winter 
season, in order that he might perform the 


whole distance by sleighs. At that period 
of the year the difficulules which all other 
means of locomotion present are greatly 
diminished, the wide steppes being teveled 
by snow, while there are no rivers to cross, 

over which the 
sleigh glides rapidly and easily. 

Perhaps certain natural phenomena are 
most to be feared at that time, such as 
long continuing and dense fogs, excessive 
cold, fearfully heavy snowstorms, which 
sometimes envelop whole caravans and 
cause their destruction. Hungry wolves 
also roam over the plain in thousands. But 
it would have been better for Michael Stro- 
goff to face these risks; for during the win- 
ter the Tartar invaders would have been 
stationed in the towns, their marauding 
bands would not be overrunning the 
steppes, any movement of the troops would 
have been impracticable, and he could con- 
sequently have more easily performed his 
journey. But it was not in his power to 
choose either his own weather or his own 
time. Whatever wae ee he 
must accept them and set out. 

Such were the difficulties which Michael 
Strogoff boldly confronted and prepared to 
encounter. 
In the first place he must not travel as a 
courier of the Czar usually would. No one 
must even suspect what he really. was. 
Spies swarm in a rebellious country, let 
him be recognized and his mission would 
be in danger. Also, while supplying him 
with a large sum of money, which was 
sufficient for his journey, and would faciil- 
General Kissoff 
had not given him any document notifying 
that he was on the Emperor's service, which 
ar excellence. He contented 


himself with furnishing him with a “podo- 


rojna.”’ 

The odorojna was made out in the name 
of Nicholas Korpanoff, merchant, living at 
Irkutsk. It authorized Nicholas Korpanoff 
to be accompanied, if requisite, by one or 
more persons, and, moreover, it was, by 
special notification, made available in the 
event of the Muscovite government forbid 
ding natives of any other countries to leave 
Russia. 

The podorojna is a a permission to 
take post-horses; but Michael Strogoff was 
not to use it unless he was sure that by 
so doing he would not excite suspicion as 
to his mission, that is to say, while he was 
on European territory. 
was that in Siberia, while traversing the 
insurgent provinces, he would have no pow- 
er over the relays, either in the choice of 
horses in preference to others, or in de- 
manding conveyances for his personal use; 
neither was Michael Strogo to forget 
that he was no longer a courter, but a plain 
merchant, Nicholas Korpanoff, traveling 
from Moscow to Irkutsk, and as such, ex- 
posed to all the impediments of an ordi- 
nary journey. 

To pass unknown, more or less rapidly, 
but to pass somehow or other, such were 
the directions he had received. 

Thirty years previously, the escort of a 
traveler of rank consisted of not less than 
200 mounted cossacks, 200 foot soldiers, 2 
Baskir horsemen, 300 camels, 400 horses, 2 
wagons, two portable boats, and two pieces 
of cannon. All this was requisite for a 
journey in Siberia. 

Michael Strogoff, however, had neither 
cannon, nor horsemen, nor foot soldiers, 
nor beasts of burden. He would travel in 
a carriage or on horseback when he could, 
on foot when he could not. 

There would be no difficulty in getting 
over the first 1500 versts, the distance be- 
tween Moscow and the Russian frontier. 
Railroads, post-carriages, steamboats, re- 
lays of horses were at everyone's disposal, 
and consequently at the disposal of the 
courier of the Czar. 

Accordingly, on the morning of the 16th 
of July, having doffed his uniform, with a 
knapsack on his back, dressed: in the simple 
Russtan costume, tightly fitting tunic, the 
traditional beit of the Moujik, wide trous- 
ers, gartered at the knees, and high boots, 
Michael Strogoff arrived at the station in 
time for the first train. . He carried no 
arms, openly at least, but under his belt 
was hidden a revolver, and in his pocket 
one of those large knives, resembling both 
a cutlass and a yataghan, with which a 
Siberian hunter can so neatly disembowe!l 
a bear without injuring its precious fur. 

A crowd of travelers had collected at the 
Moscow station. The stations on the Rus- 
sian railroads are much used as places for 
meeting, not only by those who are about 
to proceed by the train, but by friends who 
come to see them off. It indeed resembles, 
from the variety of characters assembled, 
a small news exchange. 

The train in which Michael took his place 
was to set him down at Nijni-Novgorod. 
There terminated, at that time, the iron 
road which, uniting Moscow and Bt. Peters- 
burg, will eventually continue to the Rus- 
sian frontier. It was a journey of about 300 
versts, and the train would accomplish it 
in ten hours. Once arrived at Nijni-Nov- 
gorod, Strogoff would, according to circum- 
stances, either take the land route or the 
steamer on the Volga, so as to reach the 
Ural mountains as soon as possible.

Mr. Eder says that the present govern- 
ment in Colombia will not be able to hold 
out much longer because the general belief 
in Colombia is that a change is necessary.

“vital and controlling question” of the con- 
teat. 

The attorneys state in their letter to Mr. 
Johnson that, while the right to open the 
ballot boxes is granted them, this Prevueee 
is rendered worthless by the prohibition of 
the court against comparison with the poll- 
books. 

Without a comparison with the. poll- 
books, the attorneys state, a count of the 
vote# in the ballot boxes would be worth- 
less, as it would not show which side ‘was 
the beneficiary of alleged frauds. 

In his reply Mr. Johnson says that he has 
consulted with Mr. Parker and the mem- 
bers of the Scontest committee, and has 
found them in agreement with the recom- 
mendations of the attorneys. He authorizes 
oe Srers to abandon the contest for- 
mally.
